Russian affairs' 
continue to 
drift, 


Init not altogether toward the bad. 
The moujiks are raging, and injuring 
themselves more than any one else, 
and the reactionaries 
are 
plottin; 


all manner of mischief. Nevertheless. 
Count Witte is not yet broken down 
in mind or body, but remains stead- 
fast and potent at the helm of state, 
and it is said the emperor 
retains 


confidence in him. and gives him-all 
the imperial support at 'his command. 
On Tuesday next .what is described 
in advance as a highly important de- 
cree will be issued, addressed chiefly 
to the peasantry, but including an- 
nouncement of the electoral law for 
the whole 'empire, under which the 
national assembly is to 
be 
consti- 


tuted. 
This 
announcement, 
apart 


from whatever else may be in the 
decree, will be of great importance, 
and may determine the whole future 
course of affairs1. 
If it satisfies the 


liberal and popular leaders, if may 
put an end forthwith to the insurrec- 
tions. If it seems to them a mockery 
and a delusion, it may intensify and 
increase the revolt beyond any hope 
of restraint. 
From 
wliat 
can 
be 


learned ot it in advance it seems1 like- 
ly that it will 
prove pretty widely 


satisfactory and will greatly strength- 
en the hands of Count Witte and the 
advocates of reason, says the New 
York Tribune. 


Meantime it is reassuring to learn 


that the finances of the government 
arc in a fairly satisfactory condition, 
In the first eight months of the cur- 
rent year, we are told, receipts ex- 
ceeded expenditures 
by 
$1-1,500,000. 


Of course, receipts included money 
from loans, meaning 
so 
much in- 


crease of national indebtedness1, but 
then also more than a third of the ex- 
penditures were extraordinary, w-hat 
as most encouraging is that the ordi- 
nary receipts showed an increase of 
$39,400,000 and the ordinary expendi- 
tures a decrease or $8,500,000. There 
was a change of $4S,''00.000 to the 
j,-ood in the balance yheet. 
In such 


circumstances 
there 
seems 
little 


ground 
for 
doubling 
the 
entire 


solvency of the empire. The latest 
returns of the Russian state bank 
showed credits abroad and 
foreign 


bills amounting to about $155,000,000, 
or s'uincient to meet 
the 
interest 


charges on the debt 
for 
a • year, j 


Moreover, the state bank has nearly 
$400,000,000 in gold at home, and the 
treasury has $35,000,000 in gold on de- 
posit abroad. It is true that 
ship- 


ments of gold from Russia have be- 
gun, and it is too soon to assume 
that they will proceed to an embar- 
rassing 
degree—unless, 
of 
coursu, 


tht-ro should be a general cataclysm. 


We have spoken of affairs as drift- 


ing; and drifting is not usually re- 
garded as a commendable course. 
It 


does not, however, 
always 
demon- 


strate helplessness 
or 
inability 
to 


steer and conl.ro! the craft. 
There 


may be times whon it is necessary, 
or at least convenient, to let matters 
drift while preparations 
arc 
being 


made for a, vigorous and effective as- 
sertion of control. In 
the 
present 


case the world sees the drifting and 
its possible perils, but it does not 
see and does not know what may be 
going on inside: 1hc vessel. 
Every 


i-iot," every mutiny, every untoward 
incident, 
is 
blazoned 
abroad, 
but 


there is so little or no information 
of the silent, quiet constructive work 
of organization which 
Count Witi.e 


and his associates may be doing- be- 
hind rlio doors of the imperial cab- 
inet.

Congressman Moon.

In this sentence his European im- 


.pressious were summed -up by Con 


gressman Reuben 6. Moon, who re- 
ceutly re turned', to his home-in 1'hihv 
delphin from a three months' trip 
abroad as a member of the American 
jjroup at the international parliameu- 
lary peace congress held in Brussels on 
Aug. -'$ and lit), says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 


Congressman Moon also interviewed 


Tope Pius X. and King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, both oC whom were complimen- 
tary to America. 


"Step by step, with ever increasing 


wonder and admiration. Europe has 
watched our enormous commerce, our 
industrial progress. ,our -Philippine un- 
dertaking, out- I'anama task and Presi- 
dent .Uoosevelt's crowning success as n 
peacemaker. 
Things American have 


swept across Europe and filled it with 
admiration until it has become a Eu- 
ropean bynhrase that anything Is pos- 
sible in America. 


"The news of the president's success 


in bringing about peace came as a won- 
derful climax to our' international con- 
gress on the eve of irs adjournment. 
What is now known all over ihe world 
as ihe 'American idea' was tiie most 
prominent feature of the international 
<-ougress. All other delibcratigns dwin- 
dled into'insigniH**nce in'comparison 
with the discussions of the-American 
idea. 
This was' especially ' brought 


home to me by interviews 1 had with 
I'ope Pius X. and King Leopold of Bel- 
gium. They both alluded to the 'Ameri- 
can idea.' 


"Last yea'f in St. Louis the American 


idea lirst took shapo'-in the resolutions 
recommending, first, a general arbitra- 
tion treaty 
which wotdd give The 


Hague court a jurisdiction, and, sec- 
ond, that delegates be elected or ap- 
pointed to an international congress 
with power to make laws for The 
Hague court to enforce w-thiu its juris: 
diction. 


"It was in Brussels, where the peace 


congress met, that I met with the most 
interesting experiences. I had au in- 
terview with King Leopold, which last- 
ed for more than halt' au hour, and 
during that time 1 was enabled to learn 
at lirst hand what royalty really thinks 
of America. 
Tho- king is one of the 


most delightful gentlemen I have ever 
met. 
He is n trained linguist and 


speaks English perfectly. 


"Everything which the king said to 


me was a compliment to America. He 
expressed the greatest admiration for 
President Koosevelt and said-: 'Your 
president is one .of the most rcmarUa- 
ble men of the age* and 1 watch every- 
thing that he does with deepest ad- 
miration. 
I have his picture, with his 


autograph, hanging in my room, where 
I can see it every moment. He is au 
inspiration.' 


"The king said he thought the Amer- 


ican people were the most marvelous 
of the age. 
'They are great, they are 


strong, they are factors in every art 
and .science, and they must be consid- 
ered in every great movement that js 
undertaken by the nations.' As a -mat- 
ter of 1'act, the same thought was ex- 
pressed everywhere we went through 
the capitals of Europe, 
Everywhere 


it was asked: 'What does America 
think? AVhat will America do?' 


"The 
argument of the American 


group at the international 
congress 


•was this: The Hague court, as it exists 
only by common courtesy, has no ju- 
risdiction and no laws. 'Now, then,' 
said the Americans to the Europeans, 
•you have started this, and yon. have 
arrived at u point where you must 
lake ono step further and give The 
Hague court jurisdiction and laws or 
let it die of inanition.' Our idea, how- 
ever, was so radical, so fundamental, 
lliat the European nations said it was 
simply impossible, absolutely revolu- 
tionary. 


"But Hit-hard BartboldtJ chairman of 


the American group, had worked out 
JinU presented the basis for our general 
arbitration idea in such masterly detail 
that it not only challenged admiration, 
hut. also met most effectually all objec- 
tions. 


"One of the ablest European states- 


men. Count Appouyi of Hungary, ad- 
mitted li-ankly that Mr. Bartholdt's 
jnastorly presentment of the American 
Idea left him no ground for objection. 
•Ho said he \vuutt-d only to add to 
American 
progi-essivcuess 
European 


caution. The matter, therefore, was re- 
ferred to a special committee of live, 
who must ivpori back within three 
months or before the next Hague con- 
1'ereuce. 


"Then as a climax on the eve of our 


adjournment came the news of Presi- 
dent Koosevelt's wonderful triumph 
for peace. Illustrating most foivibly the 
supremacy of the American Idea of ar- 
bitration over the terrors of war. As 
such the peace news was enthusiastic- 
ally greeted In the historic Hotel de 
Vllle, win-re we were all gathered at a 
ball. The king's band played -Ameri- 
ca.' and that night the phrase -.Vny- 
ihitig is possible yn America' was 
changed to -Anything is possible for an 
Aua-ricar-,' for the sincere tribute to 
1'resident 1'toosevclt is a tribute t:> all 
AmiTic-u'i, of whom he is t»ti^n t<> be 
u type."
